Teaching Plants 


A University of Toledo psychologist may be the Pavlov of 
plants. Dr. Harvard Armus reported what he believes is the 
first successful experiment to teach plants, He says he used a 
process similar to that used with dogs some sixty years ago 
by the Russian scientist I, P, Pavlov. 

‘Dr. Armus says he made the leaves of the mimosa plant close 
by shaking the stems of the plants. This is the plant’s normal 
reaction to shaking. Then he began darkening the room before 
shaking them. Though mimosa plants also fold their leaves in 
the dark, the plants associated the darkening with the shaking. 
Soon they were folding their leaves when he darkened the room 
but did not shake the plants, and they were folding them in 
about half the time they normally take in the dark.

Hallett pointed out that 
in rural communities, 
where most lines are hit 
by gunshots, the subscrib- 
ers are left without the 
capability of reporting fire, 
requesting medical assist- 
ance or emergency police 
protection. 

“It is unfair to cause 
so much inconvenience for 


the sake of a wild shot,’’ . 


Hiallett said. 

“T want to urge hunters 
to exercise their hunting 
skills. When taking aim at 
a fowl in flight, think of 
that telephone line up 
there and make an effort 
not to hit it.” 

Hallett observed that 
with the coming of the 
hunting season every year, 
disruption of vital tele- 
phone communications oc- 
curs throughout General 
Telephone’s operating ter- 
ritories, The origin of the 
disruption, if it is by gun- 
shots, is seldom reported 
tc the customer, he said. 

He also pointed out that 
such occurrences cause the 
destruction of a large in- 
vestment in capital for 
which the telephone cus- 
tomer has helped pay with 
his telephone bill. : 

Hallett said that there 
are many _ ordinances 
throughout the counties and 
states affected which deal 
with the destruction of 
property for reasons of 
either negligence or 
malice, but he observed 
that there are also federal 
statutes involved. 

Hallett cited a recent 
issue of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation per- 
iodical, Law Enforcement 
Bulletin, which contained 
the statement, “‘The FBI 
has investigative jurisdic- 
tion over willfull injury 
to, or interference with, 
any communication system 
owned or controlled by the 
United States, or used or 
intended to be used for 
military or civil defense 
functions. This includes 
lines leased on a full-time 
basis... 

It would be unfortunate, 
Hallett said, if a careless 
shot by a huntsman dis- 
rupted vital military and 
defense function, ‘‘Such 
disruptions could possible 
result in embarrassment 
to the hunter, who would be 
subject to investigation by 
the FBI,’ he pointed out. 

He urged hunters to 
think of the seriousness of 
telephone communications 
to their neighbors and their 
country. “I’m _ sure that 
once hunters under stand 
the serious aspects of this 
problem, they will always 
think about the location of 
telephone lines before they 
start out hunting,

SCHOOL OPENS SEPTEMBER 3rd 


Schools To Consolidate 3 Grades 


The Elba City School 
Board has announced that 
th 10th, llth, and 12th grades 
at Mulberry Heights. will 
be closed and that all sen- 
ior high students will attend 
classes at the Elba High 
School as of September, 
1968, All other students, 
grades one through nine, 
will attend the school they 
selected inthe spring under 
tne freedom of choice plan. 

In a letter mailed to the 
parents of school age 
children this week, the 
school hoard stated: 

The name of the Elba 
School System was sup- 
plied to the Federal Courts 
by attorneys for the United 
States Justice Department 
along with those of other 
Alabama schools’ which 
were not meeting require- 
ments necessary to eradi- 
cate the dual school 
system, Under a motion 
filed by the Department of 
Justice in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court for further re- 
lief seeking to eradicate 
a dual school system, the 
Elba School Board was in- 
formed by theU,S., Justice 
Department that it should 
close grades even through 
twelve at Mulberry Heights 
and put all seven through 
twelfth grade classes in 
the Elba High School, The 
L, S, Justice Department 
also stated that all sixth 
graders should be taken 
from the Elba High School 
and divided between the 
Mulberry Heights Elemen- 
tary School and the Elba 
Elementary School, 

The Elba City School 
Board felt that this abrupt 
change would be hard on 
all the children, would not 
meet community approval, 
nor were facilities com- 


pletely adequate for a com- 
plete consolidation, There- 
fore, the board addressed 
itself to the courts and to 
Dr. Ernest Stone, State 
Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, to allow Elba to use a 
more gradual plan of merg- 
ing the two schools. 


The Elba City School 
Board suggested this alter- 
native plan: ‘‘All students 
in the 10th, lth, and 12th 
grades will attend the Elba 
High School beginning Sept- 
ember, 1968, All other stu- 
dents in the Elba Junior 
High, Elba Elementary, and 
Mulberry Heights: Schools 
will attend the school of 
their choice, In a recent 
letter Dr. Stone stated, “‘It 
would seem to us that this 
is certainly a step in the 
right direction in com- 
plying with the court order, 
We. would hope that under 
the conditions, the court 
and Justice Department 
would accept your proposal 
as the first step inthe con- 
solidating of your Mulberry 
Heights School; however, it 
it our opinion that the court 
would insist that you and 
your Board of Education 
adopt a fixed plan and time- 
table for closing grades 
seven through nine.” 


The Elba School System 
will, therefore, operate un- 
der this plan for the 1968 
school year, 

All 10th, llth, and 12th 
grade students at Mulberry 
Heights and all 10th, llth, 
and 12th grade students at 
Elba High who did not reg- 
ister in the spring should 
come to the Elba High 
School on August 29 at 
§:00 a.m, to register for 
fall classes, Those 10th,

Brunson Talks Of Plans For City Of Elba 


An interview with may- 
er - elect, Jack Brunson, 
this week, revealed anum- 
ber of promising ideas. 
Brunson stated that all of 
those ideas were justideas 
as he had not met with the 
members of the new coun- 
cil to share thoughts with 
them, 

He stated that the first 
and foremost need was to 
get the people of Elba to 
take pride in our city and 
feel that they are part ofit, 


This should lead to a gen- 
eral cleaning up of the 
town including the streets, 
sidewalks and vacant lots, 

Brunson stated that in- 
dustry is a key thing in 
the development of any town 
and he planned to review 
the industrial park and its 
needs, He also will begin 
a systematic contact of in- 
dustry to come to Elba, 

Housing is in short sup- 
ply for existing industry, 
stated Brunson, and he 


hoped to rernedy this prob- 
lem through private enter- 
prise or federal-city pro- 
jects. 


Elba’s teenagers came 
for special mention by 
Brunson and he plans to 
appoint a teenage com- 
mittee with adult advisors 
to study the needs of local 
teenages, including super- 
vised full time teenage 
center, 

Brunson plans to put 


the City on a annual bud- 
get with each department 
knowing whatithastospend 
and where it mustbe spent, 
fie promises to publish a 
copy of the city audit some- 
time in October, 

Brunson stated that con- 
trary to rumors there 
would be no wholesale fir- 
ing of city employees and 
that no employee doing his 
or her job in a courteous, 
efficient manner need wor- 
ry about loosing his job,
